Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1 and 1 3 are indefinite due to the fact that it 
is unclear what is actually being claimed by the limitation that one of the first and 
second ends of a tubular body is configured to be radially deformable to "seize against" 
a vehicle frame. It is suggested that the phrase "seize against" be replaced with the 
phrase -form an interference fit with- or an equivalent to more clearly describe the 
invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 -1 9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.

The references are considered to show quick-release bicycle hub 
assemblies. For example, Phillips et al shows a quick-release bicycle hub assembly.
